Tobacco Growers Sue T rust. 

Clarkiville, Tenn.. July la.-Suithss 
been filed here by mem ers of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Dark Tobacco 
Growers' association against the Ameri- 
can Tobacco company and its buyers, 
whi- are alleged to have boycotted the 
association, for H60,000 damages. The 
suit is brought on behalf of the 7,000, 
members of the association, and is bas- 
ed on an alleged action of the defendants 
in trying to break up and destroy the 
association by restraining competition, 
and also for the alleged boycotting 
of the association's tobacco in the 
Clarksville market, in Bremen and 
other foreign markets. 

The declaration covers the case in 
detail and places the defendants in the

Meat Is commonly preserved by 
steeping It In brine. This method, 
however, has the undesirable effect of 
extracting from the meat much soluble 
nutritious matter besides rendering the 
meat harder aud less digestible. An 
other way of preserving It is in air- 
tight coses. The eases are packed with 
meat aud filled up with gravy and are 
then hermetically sealed except at one 
point. They are then exposed to heat 
above that of boiling water for several 
hours, thus destroying all the existing 
germs and driving out all the air con- 
tained in them. The open part la then 
soldered over. If by any accident the 
tin i. not hermetically sealed the meat 
wlU spoll.-Auierlcan Queen.
